the Hew edition of Dugdale's Monasticon An- 
glicanum, p. 63, there is appended to the enu- 
meration of charters relating to the Monastery 
of Glastonbury, (Num. CXL.) "A LIST of di- 
verse pieces of GOLD PLATE which accrued to 
the King (Henry 8), as well by the Surrender 
as Visitation of Religious Houses and Cathe- 
drals. The Originall signed by the Kinge's 
owne hand. By JOHN WILLIAMS, Maister and 
Treasurer of the King's Jewells." This MS. 
is stated to be " Biblipth. Bodl. MS. e Mus*eo 
57," and " imperfect at the beginning." 

The mutilated document referred to above, 
was evidently a prior check-account to the fol- 
lowing Inventory, which is now for the first time printed from the 
original MS., -a roll of parchment; 57 feet in length- in the pos- 
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session of Mr Thomas Kodd, the intelligent bibliopole of New- 
port Street, London; that gentleman has kindly permitted its 
use for the present contribution to the Abbotsford Club. 

I have appended an Index of the various Religious Houses men- 
tioned in the text, chiefly from Tanner's Notitia Monastica, and 
one of the individual personages. A general index seemed unne- 
cessary ; it would merely have savoured of ". damnable iteration." 

I am vain enough to believe, that, by printing this " Inventory," 
I have added no chipped brick to the Babel-mass of materials, out 
of which British History has yet to be erected.
